xtract from the Public Health Act Regarding CONTAG.- 
1OUS and INFECTIOUS DISEASES, QUARANTINE, Etc. 


WHENEVER any householder ascertains or has reason to suspect 
that a person within his family or household is infected with any of the 
following notifiable diseases, namely: Small Pox, Chicken Pox, Diphth- 
eria, Scarlet Fever, Typhoid Fever, Measles, German Measles, Whooping 
Cough, Mumps or any other disease which the houscholder has reason to 
suspect is of a contagious or infectious nature, he shall within twelve 
hours give notice in writing to the Medical Officer of Health. 

WHENEVER a householder ascertains or has reason to suspect that 
+ case of any of the diseases mentioned in the next preceeding section oc- 
curs the householder or the physician in attendance shall forthwith affix 

rear every entrance of such house, a placard bearing in legible capitals 
{not less than two inch tpye, the name of the disease with which such 
house is infected and the word ‘‘ QUARANTINED.” The householder 
shall keep such placards affixed until the house is released from quaran- 
{ine as provided in the Health Regulations. 

WHENEVER the word “‘QUARANTINE” or “QUARANTINED” 
is used in connection with the existence of any contagious or infectious 
lisease in any house, or on any placard affixed on the house near any 
entrance to such house, it shall mean that such house, the inmates and 
contents thereof, shall be subject to the following restrictions: 

(1) No person therein shall leave, nor shall the contents thereof be 
removed from any such house, nor shall such person hold communica- 
tion that might result in spreading infection with any person outside 
such house; no person shall enter such house, except attendants, until 
such house, inmates and contents have been properly disinfected and re- 
leased from quarantine. 

(2) No person infected with any of the diseases named herein shall 
leave any house except with the written consent and under the direction 
of the Local Board of Health. 

EVERY PIERSON guilty of violating any of the provisions of the 
Publie Health Act shall be liable on summary conviction before a Justice 
of the Peace having jurisdiction to a penalty of not more than fifty 
dollars and costs.

ANNOUNCEMENT 
Alberta Farm Loan Act 


and unforeseen de- 
velopments incident thereto have prompt- 
ed the Provincial Government to make 
a statement of the situation with respect 
to the operation of the Farm Loan Act. 

The Act was passed in April last and 
the matter of bringing it into operation 
has been constantly before the Govern- 
ment. It will be remembered that up to 
that time the United States had not 
entered the war and that the American 
inarket was then open to the world for 
borrowing purposes. As soon, however, 
as the United States joined the Allies, 
her markets were closed to outside bor- 
rowers with the result that our sdurce of 
supply—one from which in recent years 
a substantial portion of our borrowings 
had been received—was cut off. There 
remained only the Canadian market and 
it is hardly necessary to add that the 
large requirements of the Dominion Goy- 
ernment for war purposes preclude our 
borrowing in that quarter at a rate low 
enough to make the plan a success. 

The main principle ot the Farm Loan 
Act involves the borrowing and the re- 
loaning of money with a percentage 
added to cover administration charges, 
and it will be seen that to insure effective
